The President's Duty 


/COMMENTING on the President's proposition to resume work 
V^ in the mines, The St. Louis Post-Dispatch observes that 
"President Harding's invitation to the coal-mine operators to 
"return to your mine properties and resume operation" carries 
with it the obligation to protect them and their employes in min- 
ing coal. 


"The invitation is thc result of the acceptance in principle 


of the President's arbitration proposal by thc anthracite oper- 
ators and a majority of the bituminous coal operators, repre- 
sented by Mr. Ogle, president of the National Coal Association, 
and the refusal of his proposal by the coal miners' representa- 
tives. 


'VA.ssuming that the proposal is fair to all concerned, that 


the coal operators have accepted it in good faith and the miners 
rejected it, the President's action is logical. When it becomes 
clear that the miners refuse arbitration and refuse to work, 
there is nothing left but for the Government to insist that coal 
mining be resumed with what labor can bo obtained and to pro- 
tect the mines and the miners with ail the force at its command. 
The stand that the minors cau refuse arbitration and refuse to 
work and can prevent the operation of tho mines with other la-' 
bor, while the country suffers from lack of coal, is untenable. 
Coal is a necessity of life and prosperity, and when the miners 
refuse to work or arbitrate the Government must protect thc 
operators in using whatever labor they can hire. 


"Resuming operation, howe\er. without the co-operation of, 


union mines docs not mean that the coal famine will be averted. 
It is an experiment that may utterly fail from lack of skilled 
labor. Mining under the protection of guns is not likely to be 
successful. If all else fails it must be tried to tho bitter end.

natter when or why it comes, diarrhoea has a 


most debilitating effect upon the infant 


Indigestion results in diarrhoea. If the indigestion 


is caused by some transient and comparatively unim- 
portant cause it need not give concern. If it i£ due 
to infection, and takes the form of dysentery, it is 
prostrating and serious. 


There are two general forms of diarrhoea: 
One is due to wrong feeding. 
The other is due to the addition of some foreign 


and harmful agent to the food. 
. 
Feeding a baby is an exacting problem. It cannot be undertaken m 


any haphazard fashion. You must know what are the right ingredients, 
how to prepare the food, and then you

must administer It properly. 


Unless you know and practice these 


rules. Ihc baby will suffer from Indiges- 
tion, .nnd will have serious Interference 
vlth the bowel action, suffering con- 
stipation or diarrhoea.
